Fuehrer. The army commanders would 
seize, or appear to seize, control of 
Germany. Then a tremendous peace 
appeal would be made to England on 
this basis: "It was Hitler with whom 
you couldn't make peace. Now he is 
out. 
The army wants no trouble with 


England or the rest of Europe. It 
wants only to lick Russia and de- 
liver Europe from the Red Menace. 
How about it, boys? You call off 
the dog. Relieved of the war in the 
west, we can lick Russia. Everybody 
will be happy!" 


The thought in such an approach 


is that there were tremendously in- 
fluential forces in England and in the 
world which repeatedly avowed no 
ill 
will 
toward 
the German peo- 


ple; once Hitler was out of the way, 
a means of living with 80,000,000 Ger- 
mans could be devised. 


But unfortunately 
Germany 
has 


elected to sacrifice that good 
will 


which definitely did exist toward the 
German people. Lord Aslor of Cliv- 
eden was identified with that ap- 
peasement position as strongly as any. 
Yet today he writes to W. R. Mat- 
thews, editor of the Arizona Star: 
"Can we come to terms and have a 
durable peace by treating with tho 
good and decent element in Germany, 
especially the German army?" No, says 
Lord Astor today, whatever he might 
have thought once. Because the old 
ruling clique of the German army 
which once thought, it could use Hit- 
ler for his own purposes, has been 
destroyed 
by him. All high posts 


have been given only to Nazis, and 
the German army is indistinguish- 
able from 
the Nazi parly. 
Hence, 


"there is no distinction at present be- 
tween the Nazi party, the German 
army, and the German people." 


If such a man as Lord Astor has 


already completely discounted in ad- 
vance any such German peace over- 
ture as the one suggested above, you 
may be sure that if any such "fast 
one" is pitched, it will be far wide 
of the plate. 


One of the tragedies of the war is 


that Germany has succeeded in de- 
stroying all confidence not only in 
Hitler, not only in the German army, 
but in the German people.

The Hope city council passed three 


ordinances in a longlhly session Tues- 
day night and instructed City Engineer 
C. O. Thomas to cut off water and 
light at the Hcmpstead courthouse on 
August 18 if the bill is not paid by 
that lime. 


County officials had met in a special 


session with tho city council last 
week and asked for some considera- 
tion on the water and light bills be- 
cause 
funds appropriated for util- 


ities have been exhausted. A sheriff's 
settlement to the county general fund 
showed a cash balance of only fifty 
cents. 


Under the present rate setup the 


city voluntarily deducts $50 from (lie 
county utility bills each month. The 
county has asked additional aid. 


Trailer Camps 
The council Tuesday night passed 


an ordinance regulating the establish- 
ment of trailer camps in the city of 
Hope, requiring owners of such camps 
to obtain a permit to operate. Certain 
rules and regulations as provided in 
the ordinance must be met. 


The ordinance was passed over the 


protest of several citizens who filed a 
petition with the council asking that 
L.eo Hartsfield not be granted per- 
nission to operate a trailer camp on 
East Third street near the Brookwood 
school. 


Under the ordinance Mr. Hartsfield 


will be granted pel-mission to operate 
i camp if it meets requirements re- 
garding health and toilet facilities.

A third ordinance was passed fixing 


i license fee of $25 for.electricians to 
operate in Hope, and also creating the 
position of a master electrician to 
make inspections of electrical wiring 
on new buildings erected. The master 
electrician is to be appointed by the 
mayor with council's approval. No 
salary was fixed. 


Provisions of the ordinance called 


for all wiring in the city to be in- 
spected by the master electrician ana 
provided certain specifications. The 
inspection fee will be $1 per inspec- 
tion. All electricians would also have 
to pass an examination.

grader for the city street department 
were turned over to tho street com- 
mittee. 


The resignation of E. S. Greening as 


assessor for Street Improvement Dis- 
trict No. 7 and Curb and Gutter Dis- 
trict No. 3 were accepted.

China.

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FSA Builds "Roving" Camps to Eliminate Post-Boom "Ghost Towns"

WASHINGTON—Government trail- 


er camps and pre-fabricated houses 
'Vitt be 'Home. Sweet Home" to thou- 


' sands of defense workers and their 


families before long. The Farm Se- 
curity Administration, pioneer in the 
development of mobile migrant camps 
for seasonal farm laborers, is turning 
• its talents to the solution of the de- 
fense housing problem. 
The FSA 


hopes to make sure that ending of 
the present emergency will leave no 
"ghost towns" near defense plants. 


With $5.000,000 from the 1941 de- 


ficiency bill turned over to it by 
President Roosevelt to do the job, the 
FSA is building 2834 family trailers. 
400 portable houses, and pre-fabrieat- 


• ed dormitories which alone will house 


5789 workers. Erie. Pa., Groton, Conn., 
and San Diego, Calif., are among the 
first of the 14 chosen localities already 
benefiting from the program. 


At the time 'Grapes of Wrath" made 


Americans migrant-conscious the FSA 
had already built several permanent 
camps in order to better the miserable 
lot of the "Shanty Town" migratory 
workers. These camps consisted of 
tents on stationary platforms grouped 
around buildings for showers, laun- 
dry, powder, etc. Todate 35 of these 
so-called "standard" camps are in op- 
:eration, mostly in Texas, Florida and 
' California. 


"Migratory" Migrant Camps 
But the circus technique of pulling 


up stakes to follow the road got into 
FSA blood»-and the forward-looking 
agency started work on some "migrat- 
ing" migrant camps. A big truck con- 
Staining complete laundry facilities, an- 
other with showers and lavatories, and 
still a third loaded with an electric 
power unit make up the nucleus of 
each roving camp.

peregrinate as often as that. They'll 
stay put until permanent housing can

•workers in a given area. Of course, if 
an industry is one that will be com- 
pletely washed up after the defense 
emergency, trailer and portable homes 
imay just grow roots and stay until 
the industry closes its doors. Then 
they can "fold the show" and move 
on to the next "stand" in some other 
hard-pressed community.

Pitcairn Model Colony 
W/'HEN an American whaler vis- 
" ited Pitcairn Island in 1808, 
19 years after the famous mutiny 
on the Bounty, sailors found only 
one white man, last of the ad- 
venturous crew that seized a ship, 
sailed it to a hidden Pacific island. 


He was John Adams, who had 


sailed on the Bounty as Alexander 
Smith. 
Adams and his home on 


Pitcairn are shown on the stamp 
above, one of the island's Bounty, 
series of eight values: 


O£ the 15 men who had come 


to Pitcairn, in 1789, 12 had been 
murdered, one committed suicide 
and 
another 
died 
of 
asthma. 


Adams was the patriarch of the 
community of 3i, women and chil- 
dren. 


After the death of his last fel- 


low mutineer, Adams began seri- 
ous study of the Bible and Book 
of Prayer. He determined to make 
Pitcairn 
a 
model 
community, 


preached to women and children. 
When the islanders were discov- 
ered, their manner of living had 
changed and the fame of their 
piety spread throughout the world. 


When a British warship visited 


the island in 1815, officers decided 
Adams' work had expiated his 
crimes.

WASHINGTON — Before this dries 


you arc going to be hearing a lot 
about the CADS. I mean the Civil 
Air Defense Services. 


A national committee headed 
by 
Capt. Gill Robb Wilson, who is also 
president of the National Aeronautic 
Association, has had plans for the 
CADS In the works for quite a while. 
For some reason 
the national de- 


fense people haven't turned on the 
green light for the CADS, but it's 
coming. 


I saw a preview of the plans the 


other day. The underlying idea is to 
organize 
civilian 
aviation 
for 
an 


emergency. 


Captain Wilson, writing in National 


Aeronautics magazine, gave a better 
description of civilian aviation in the 
United Slates than I can: "What is 
It? It is 82,000 certfled pilots. It is 
50,000 student pilols. It is 25,000 me- 
chanics and airport personnel. H is 
3,000,000 model builders. It is a light 
plane model industry. It is 22,000 cer- 
tificated civil aircraft. It is 2,000 air- 
ports and landing fields outside those 
serving miltary and scheduled 
fly- 


ng." The list goes on, including all 
the maga/.ines, journals, and national 
and local flying organizations. 


This is the backlog out of which 


civvilian defense proposes to carve the 
CADS, with a "Wing" in every state, 
composed of flights, squadrons and 
groups in the smaller centers.

Major Powers 
of Far East 


Will They Go to 
War to Protect 
Their Interests? 


AP Feature Service 
Japan, proposing to be undisputed 


boss of Oceania and East Asia, can 
do one of three things—fight, talk 
fight, or sit tight. 


Thus, ^far, Japan is fighting only 


with China. Diplomacy has won con- 
cessions in Thailand and French Indo- 
China. But, since empires are not 
won by sitting light, endless questions 
are raised by what course Japan may 
follow next. 


Here, in short, are the stakes in- 


volved, and problems presented to 
the three powers most greatly con- 
cerned: 
, 


America: The U. S. is committed 


to defense of the Philippines until 
1946, 
and these islands, with 16,000,000 


people, arc right in the middle of the 
area that Japan claims it is her 
destiny to rule. The islands them- 
selves would be difficult to invade, 
but some secondary bases, like Guam 
might not be able to resist long. In 
the Dutch East Indies America has 
close to a billion-dollar investment in 
rubber, oil, and tin and in China 
an investment of some ?250,OOOjOOO. " 


Japan: Japan wants the Dutch East- 


Indies, but to get them would first 
have to put the Philippines out of' 
the fight and to hold them would 
have to keep the British at Singapore 
subdued. Both would be tough. Japan 
could not hope to blockade either Bri- 
tain or America, but she herself could 
be blockaded with comparative ease,; 
and her cities are within bomber 
range of U. S. bases. 


Britain: The British navy is outgun- 


ned in the Pacific , by the Japanese', 
but her cruisers, destroyers and sub- 
marines could harry Japanese mer- 
chant shipping unmercifully. The Bri- 
tish base at Hong Kong is subject 
to blockade, but its loss would not 
be critical. Britain's biggest worry 
is India, richest foundation stone of 
her empire. If Singapore should fall, 
India might be wide open to the 
Japanese.

:l*resent locks Arc Too Small 
'Before Hitler, Mussolini and the Jap- 
anese began throwing their weight 
about, the Panama Canal authorities 
figured that the present locks would 
take care of all ordinary commerical 
business until about 1960. So it was 
estimated that about 1950 they would 
start in a leisurely way on a new set 
of'locks. 


Only the navy was dissatisfied. 
\ The present lock chambers are 1000 
feet long, 110 wide and about 41 deep. 
They arc too small to let ships like the 
Queen Mary, Queen Elizabeth and 
' Normandie go through. By the same 


token, they make a tight squeeze for, 
the biggest battleships and aircraft \ 
carriers the American navy has.
